2. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 1, further comprising 
receiving a paste selection to provide the designated content to the second destination 
application.

(Currently amended) The method recited in claim 2, wherein the paste 
selection requests to paste the designated content to a destination file that is opened 
within the second destination application. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method recited in claim 2, wherein the copy 
selection is a copy command, and wherein the paste selection is a paste command. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method recited in claim 1, wherein the 
determining operates to determine that the source file is the secured file based on security 
information provided by the first source application. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method recited in claim 5, wherein the 
security information pertains to the source document.

10. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 1, wherein the 
preventing comprises: 

storing predetermined content to the clipboard application instead of the 
designated content if it is determined in response to determining t hat the source 
file is the secured file. 

(Currently amended) The method recited in claim 10, wherein the 
preventing comprises: 
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storing the designated content to the clipboard application if it is 

d e t e rmin e d in response to determining that the source file is not the secured file. 

12. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 11, further comprising: 
receiving a paste selection to provide the designated content to the second 
destination application; 

supplying the predetermined content fi-om the clipboard appHcation to the 
second destination application in response to the paste selection if it iG 
det e rmin e d in response to determining that the source file is the secured file; and 

supplying the designated content from the clipboard application to the 
second destination application in response to the paste selection if it is 
det e rmine dr -in response to determining that the source file is not the secured file.

16. (Currently amended) A method for restricting use of a clipboard 
application, the method comprising: 

receiving a copy selection associated with designated content of a source 
file being displayed by a first source application; 

storing the designat e d cont e nt to the clipboard application; 

determining whether the source file is a secured file, wherein the secured 
file includes a header having a file key available to an authenticated user, and 
wherein the secured file cannot be accessed without [[a]]the.file key available to 
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an authenticatod usor , wherein said determining is performed by one or more 

computors computing devices : and 

preventing subsequent storage of the designated content to a second 

destination application via the clipboard application if it is det e rmin e d in 

response to determining that the source file is the secured file. 

17. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 16, further comprising 
storing altemate content to the clipboard application in place of th e designated content if 
it is determined in response to determining that the soiorce file is the secured file. 

18. (Previously Presented) The method recited in claim 17, wherein the 
altemate content is one or more of blank content, predetermined content, or scrambled 
content. 

19. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 17, wherein the 
computer-implemented method further comprises: 

permitting storage of the designated content to the clipboard application if 
it is d e t e rmined in response to determining that the source file is not the secured 
file. 

20. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 16, wherein the 
computer-implemented method further comprises: 
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permitting storage of the designated content to the clipboard application if 

it is determ ieed rin response to determining t hat the source file is not the secured 

file. 

21 . (Previously Presented) The method recited in claim 20, wherein the 
determining operates to determine that the source file is the secured file based on security 
information provided by the first source application. 

22. (Previously Presented) The method as recited in claim 21, wherein the 
security information pertains to the source document.

authenticated user, and wherein the secured file cannot be accessed without 
rra1]the file ke y a\^ailable to an auth e nticated user ; and 
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instructions to prevent p reventing subsequent usage of the designated 

content in a second destination application via the clipboard application if it is 

d e termined i n response to detemiining that the source file is the secured file.

determining detorminos in response to determining that the source file is not a 
secured file. 



43. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 42, wherein said 
method further comprises: 

receiving a paste selection to provide the designated content to the second 
destination application; 

supplying the blank content from the clipboard application to the second 
destination application in response to the paste selection if said dot e rmining 
determines in response to determining that the source file is secured file; and 
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suppl3dng the designated content from the clipboard application to the 

second destination application in response to the paste selection if said 

determining determines in response to determining t hat the source file is not a 

secured file. 



44. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 1, wherein said 
preventing comprises: 

storing scrambled content to the clipboard application instead of tho 
designated content if said determining dotormiH es in response to determining that 
the source file is a secured file. 

45. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 44, wherein said 
preventing comprises: 

storing the designated content to the clipboard application if said 
determining det e rm ines in response to determining that the source file is not a 
secured file. 

46. (Currently amended) The method recited in claim 45, fiirther comprising: 
receiving a paste selection to provide the designated content to the second 

destination application; 

supplying the scrambled content fi-om the clipboard application to the 
second destination application in response to the paste selection if said 
determining determines that the source file is a secured file; and 
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supplying the designated content from the clipboard application to the 

second destination application in response to the paste selection if said 

d e termining d e t e rmines in response to determining t hat the source file is not a 

secured file. 
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
